Following continued violations of 
the state laws governing the oyster 
industry along the Georgia coast, State 
Game Warden Jesse Mercer next week 
will start an investigation into the 
conditions, with a view to the strict 
enforcement of the law and to making 
a report to the next legislature upon 
which he will base a request for more 
Stringent laws and the passage of a 
bill whereby the state may receive a 


,Trevenue from the oyster beds. 


Warden Mercer states that not only 
there no law at present in this 
State whereby a revenue may be ob- 
tained from the oyster beds owned by 
the state, but ..at the laws that are 
in existence regulating the sizes and 
ages of oysters which may be gath- 
ered for market and the manner in 
which they may be gathered are be. 
ing violated daily. 

These matters he hopes to be able 
to put a stop to by the co-operation of 
the owners of the oyster steaming and 
canning plants and without taking 
legal action, but says that at all costs 
he will have this industry carried on 
within the bounds of the law.
